The Office of Defense Mobilization has been requested 
by the Interdepartmental Committee on Internal Security (ICIS) 
to advise the ICIS of the effect of reciprocal radio agreements 
with foreign governments on the internal security of the United 
States. In this connection, the 0DM was furnished a copy of a 
memorandum dated August 25, 195^ to the Attorney General from 
the Director, Federal Bureau of Investigation, concerning the 
interest expressed by the Central Intelligence Agency in such 
reciprocal radio agreements.
